By this ſball all men know that ye are my Diſciples, 


if ye have love one to another, 


e T ſeems to have been in alluſion to 
Sr the marks of the ſeveral Sects, as 
Ko I well amongſt the Jewiſh Doctors as 
2 en the Heathen Philoſophers, that our 
e Bleſſed Saviour hath here choſen one 
eminent and comprehenſive virtue, the practiſe of 
which ſhould adorn and diſtinguiſh that ſet of 
men, of whom He was the Head. He knew that 
diviſions muſt be; and as they had been formerly, 
and were but too likely to continue, attended 
„ with 
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with hatred, and malice, and even perſecution 
with all its dreadful train, He therefore ſelected 
the Love of each other, appointing it to be the cer- 
tain mark of thoſe, who ſhould follow Him with 
truth and ſincerity. The Diſciples of others may 
diſtinguiſh themſelves by obſervations of mere Form 
and Ceremony, or by a ſcrupulous adherence to 
mere inactive opinions, whilſt the true Diſciples of 
CHRIST are to be known, by the uniform prac- 
tice of that moſt extenſive virtue of mutual Love 
and Charity. 


Tur Goodneſs of God is every where conſpi- 
cuous ; perhaps in nothing more fo than in this 
particular; in making appetite and duty coincide; 
in giving us commandments, not only not grievous, 
but even deſirable; in enforcing, as a token of our 


being really his Diſciples, that very virtue which 


moſt effectually conduces to public and private 
happineſs; in thus encouraging us to the exertion, 

according to our ſeveral ſtations and abilities, of 
that goodneſs of diſpoſition to our fellow creatures, 
which is ſo univerſally felt and approved. | 


Fo as our true private happineſs hath mani- 
feſtly a ſtrong connexion with, and a great depen- 
dance upon the happineſs of the public; as the 
influences of our kindneſs to others are vigorouſly 
reflected back upon ourſelves. and conſequently 

doing 
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doing good to others is one genuine reſult of Self- 
love rightly underſtood; ſo beſides the principle of 
Self-love we cannot but perceive ourſelves endow- 
ed with another of more pure Benevolence: a 
principle inclining us to promote the good of 
others, without any immediate conſideration of 
our own. The former of theſe, unconnected with 
the latter, might be looked upon as a degradation 
of human nature; the latter is its Glory. They are 
indeed widely different; yet who can expreſs the 
beauty which reſults from their conjunction? 
There are contraſts in morals as well as in nature; 
and as in this, and in the imitations of it, light 
and ſhade aſſiſt and ſet off each other to advantage; 
ſo in that, Benevolence and Self- love, joined, and, 
as it were, blended in the Soul of man, conſpire 
to the ſame ends, aid each other in producing 
the ſame effects, and demand the payment of our 


utmoſt veneration to the all-wiſe Creator who 
united them. 


THFSE affections, perpetually working in the 
mind, prove ſufficiently that the Love of each 
other 1s a natural duty. Becauſe we cannot bur 
conclude that which is agreeable to the conſtant, 
neceſſary Aﬀections of nature to be agreeable to the 
Law of nature; which nevertheleſs we are always 
to conſider as being in ſubordination. to right rea- 
fon; and to the revelation of God's will, howſo- 


ever 
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ever made known to us. So excellent and ineſti- 
mable is this Diſpoſition of mind, ſo happily tem- 
pered and compoſed of Social and Self- love, that 
it appears manifeſtly of kin to, and leads us to re- 
ceive, embrace, and admire its ſtill ſuperior Diſ- 
poſition of Chriſtian Charity. This is the great 
commandment of Gop, that next to loving him, 
we ſhould love our neighbour as ourſelves. With- 
out this virtue, St Paul has aſſured us that all other 
virtues would profit us nothing. We cannot but 
love ourſelves, and that Love ſhould be the mea- 
ſure of our Love to others. If all our Love were 
directed to others, excluſive of ourſelves, religion 
mult give way to madneſs and enthuſiaſm. To be 
compleatly diſintereſted is the peculiar property of 
Gop, and is inconſiſtent with the wants, and ne- 
ceſſary imperfections of His Creatures. On the 
other hand, were all our Love centred in ourſelves; 
did we find within our breaſts no inclination to be 
ſerviceable to others, except within the narrow and 
ſtrict rules of Juſtice, it would be impoſſible for 
mankind to ſubſiſt with tolerable Comfort in Socie- 


ties, which would then be but very little preferable 


to the uncultivated and roving ſtate of Savages. 
For as the poor and needy cannot by legal and ſe- 
vere juſtice demand of others all that aſſiſtance, for 
which they yet might hope, ſo muſt that hope be 
turned into extreme deſpair, were there a certain 


and natural defect of that Benevolence which is 


Ge the 
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the Parent of mercy. To hurt no man, 1s Juſtice; 


to help all men, to be willing at leaſt to help all 


men, is Charity. The Being of Communities de- 
pends upon the former; the happineſs of them 
upon the latter. 


TuESsE mixt affections then, being always in 


our very Conſtitution, prove the duty of loving 
each other, however heightened and improved un- 


der the Goſpel, to be, as I ſaid before, a duty of 
nature, and of unchangeable obligation. 


I AM aware, that to ſpeak of natural duties 
may give diſtaſte. to thoſe, who, in their extra- 
vagant. fits of enthuſiaſtic humiliation, degrade 
themſelves below that order of rational Beings, in 
which it hath pleaſed Gop to place them. But St 


Paul ſpeaks of thoſe duties, when he mentions the 
religious ſituation of the pagan world, who having 
not the Law were a Law unto themſelves : Our bleſſed 


Saviour alludes to natural knowledge, when he ſays, 


that no man can come to Him, unleſs the Father draw 
him; that is, unleſs he hath thoſe previous notions 
of the exiſtence and of the perfections of almighty 
Gop, and of his own duty towards Gop, which 
are neceſſary to lead him to the belief of that reli- 
gion which comes from Gop : The conſcience of 
the moſt ſavage Indian whiſpers moral truths to 


him; and indeed Gor himſelf, from whom com- 
eth 
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eth every good and perfect Gift, hath written 
them upon the hearts of all men. It is very true, 
that, ſo great is our general Corruption, ſo vile do 
we make ourſelves in the ſight of Gop by our Sins, 
that no man's right deeds can in themſelves atone 
for his offences, ſtill leſs entitle him to the favour 
of Gop, and everlaſting life; Grace alone can effect 
this; and that Grace 1s to be obtained through 
Faith, which is the true ground and principle of 
Chriſtian Conduct. Now, if we look into the 
ſacred volumes, we ſhall find the principle of Faith 
extending and enlarging the duty of Love. What 
nature ſuggeſts, every man may find in his own 
breaſt, if he will but attend to himſelf : What 
Faith enforces, every man may read in the holy 
ſcriptures; nor will he read any thing more clearly 
and expreſſiy laid down, than the excellence of 
that Love which is the appointed mark of the ſin- 
cerity of our Chriſtian Profeſſion. 


To conſider this great duty in all its variety of 
inſtances would be entring upon much too large a 
plan. 


T rx occaſion of our preſent meeting calls upon 


us rather to be more particular and confined. 


There are thouſands, and ten thouſands of modes, 
by which men, in their reſpective fituations, may 


manifeſt their Love one to another. The prudent, 
yet 
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yet generous diſpoſal of riches; the communication 
of knowledge, of religious knowledge in particu- 
lar, are each of them means by which the ſuperior 
part of mankind may ſhew their love to thoſe below 
them. And as each of theſe means may do much 
good, ſo both of them united may be of unſpeak- 
able ſervice to their poorer brethren, whatever their 
wants or diſtreſſes may be. To a ſerious mind, 
which has well weighed the importance of the 
Chriſtian religion, and 1s convinced of its divinity, 
I am perſuaded that no want can appear greater, 
than the want of thoſe truths, which Gop hath 
been pleaſed to reveal unto mankind by our Bleſſed 


Saviour ; and conſequently no greater inſtance of 


Benevolence can be ſhewn, than by the conveyance 
of thoſe truths to ſuch as would be otherwiſe either 
quite ignorant of them, or would have them but 
faintly and ineffectually impreſſed upon their 
minds, for want of due inſtruction. To promote 
this knowledge 1s the ſincere deſign of this Society ; 
and therefore one obſervation, and one only, ſeems 
neceſſary to be made upon this occafion, namely, 
that the means, which the Society uſeth, are as 
proper as its motives are excellent. And theſe means 
are, the encouragement of Charity Schools within 
this Kingdom; the diſtributing, by ſale, at a very 
cheap rate, the Holy Bible, and other good books 


written for the furtherance of religion and virtue; 


the printing Bibles in the Welch and Manks lan- 
B guages; 
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guages; the aſſiſting ſuch foreigners as chuſe to- 
ſettle in the Britiſh colonies, with a view to an 
honeſt ſubſiſtence by their own induſtry, and to- 
the quiet profeſſion of the Proteſtant religion ; 
the aiding the pious endeavours of others. for the 
converſion. of the pagan world; with a conſtant 
attention to occaſional and temporary works. of: 
Charity. 


One would wonder how any doubt could be: 
made concerning the propriety. of theſe things. 
Indeed very little has been ſaid againſt moſt of 
them; but yet doubts have been made, and great 
difficulties have been raiſed, and. very zealouſly 
urged againſt the firſt of them, the Inſtruction of 
the poor Children of this Kingdom. Nor is it a. 


matter to be concealed or diſputed, that the very 


ſame: objections to Charity Schools, which took 
their riſe with the Inſtitution itſelf, ſtill have their 
weight with too many; although a long ſeries of 
years. hath experimentally defeated the. gloomy 
predictions of their original enemies. But it 
ſhould always be remembered, that the ſame per- 
ſon, who wrote againſt them with the greateſt 
fucceſs, had at the ſame time the confidence, to 
maintain that Vice was advantageous to the Com- 
munity. His two points were very conſiſtent, 
and it may therefore be preſumed, that they will 


ſtand or fall together; and that, if men ſee the 
| dangerous 
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dangerous tendency of the one, they will be 
equally convinced of the falſhood of the other; 
that, if Religion and Virtue (even in a civil view) 
appear to be conducive to the public good, they 
will think them as neceſlary in one Station as in 
another, and promote them in that Station which 
cannot well have them without their liberal aſſiſt- 
ance. 


TAE more extenſive our commerce is, the 
greater and the more glorious will the nation be. 
This point is granted. But it is the diſſolute, the 
vain, the luxurious part of mankind, whoſe falſe 
wants and irregular deſires call for, and encourage 
all that commerce 1mports: and ſo the vices of 
ſuch perſons conduce to the public good. This 
point cannot be granted: yet this is the ſtrength 
of the argument, vain and inconcluſive as it is. 


For what the merchant imports ſupplies (ſo Divine 


Providence ſeems to have appointed it, as an in- 
centive to our activity) even the neceſſities of 
mankind in many inſtances ; their convenience in 
more ; in numberleſs caſes their very innocent en- 
joyments ; their vices certainly in none, except 
through their own faults, in abuſing what Gop 
hath given them richly to enjoy. If it were true 
indeed, that commerce correſponded only, or 


chiefly, to vicious deſires, we ſhould ftill take 
leave to obſerve, that Religion is the beſt meaſure 
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of the bappineſs of a community, and that a 
virtuous poverty 1s infinitely preferable to riches 
attended with certain profligacy of manners. So 
likewiſe, if it were true, that profligacy of man- 
ners amongſt the rich and the great were deſirable, 
it would be equally true, that the 1 Ignorance of the 
poor would be alſo deſirable. For it would not be 
convenient that they ſhould have underſtanding 
enough to mark the miſbehaviour of their ſupe- 
riors: it would not be convenient, that they ſhould 
have any motive to Induſtry but actual penury, 
or any motive to Obedience but fear; they could 
not be too low for ſuch maſters. But on the con- 
trary, in a well-regulated Society, where the Faith 
of CHRIST 1s embraced, where the places of his 
worſhip are frequented, where his Divine Precepts 
are obeyed; the firſt more ſincerely; the ſecond 
more aſliduoufly; and the third more univerſally 
than is generally underſtood or allowed; (for the 
bad life of one makes more noiſe than the good 
lives of a thouſand, and the calummating pen of 
an individual may irretrievably blacken the moſt 
innocent characters)---in fuch a Society, can a 
ſerious man doubt, but for a moment, of the 
rectitude of giving ſome inſtruction to the poor, 
and of leading them to the knowledge of their 
Redeemer ? It is right certainly to fix the bounds 
of their inſtruction. They are not to be elevated 
above their rank, but to be made uſeful in it. 

They 
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They are to be taught to become fellow-labourers 
with their Brethren in the community to which 
they belong, and to be good Chriſtians ; ſu6- 1 Pet. ii. 3. 
, mitting themſelves to every ordinance of man fer the 
Lord's ſake; as free, and not uſing their liberty for a * 
cloak of maliciouſneſs; obeying in all things their maſters Coloſs. iii, 
according to the fleſh; not with eye-ſervice only, as 22. 
mere men pleaſers; but in ſingleneſs of heart, fearing 
God; Rnowing that of the Lord they ſhall receive the Coleſs. iii, 
reward of the inheritance. 23 


As religion is the only ſecurity which a man 
can have for his own Salvation, ſo is it the beſt 
ſecurity which a community can have for the quiet 
and peaceable behaviour of all its members. 
There are many crimes which Laws do not reach. 
Religion duly cultivated might extend to the pre- 
vention of them all. Laws can in their own na— 
ture affect men only as they may be afraid of their 
power. Religion draws them by love and grati- 


tude ; reaches the heart, and makes duty de- 
lightful. 


Tr1s Society is therefore praiſe-worthy, as it 
reaches out, at the cheapeſt poſſible rate, to all 
whoſe circumſtances are too narrow for the pur- 
chaſe of larger books, the very beſt ſmall tracts, 
with which the moſt learned, the moſt pious, and 
the moſt rational Divines of this nation have en- 
riched the Storehouſe of Chriſtian knowledge. 
UNDER 
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UNDER their care likewiſe are carried on thoſe 
uſeful and benevolent works of printing Bibles in 
the Welch and Manks languages, that our Fellow 
ſubjects in thoſe parts of the King's dominions 
may not be deſtitute of the Word of Gop. Nor 
is the Solicitude of the Society confined within 
thoſe bounds. Its benevolence 1s ſtill more exten- 
five : the German Emigrants to ene of our Colo- 
nies feel the happy effects of it; as do ſuch poor 
Chriſtians as would without this aſſiſtance find 
themſelves deſtitute in great meaſure of the preach- 
ing of Gop's word in India, where the Miſſionaries 
of this Society, in conjunction with thoſe ſupported 
by the King of Denmark's munificence, labour to 
bring into the number of CHRIST 's Diſciples the 
pagan Idolaters of that Country; deſirous of ex- 
tending the Kingdom of Go p upon earth, and of 
promoting the knowledge of the everlaſting Goſpel. 
to the fartheſt borders of the Eaſt. 


Uroxn the propriety, the utility, the excellence 
of theſe manifeſtations of Love to mankind I need 
not enlarge. They are founded in true Faith; 
they are in the moſt ſublime degree moral ; they 
mark, and they declare the ſincerity of our pro- 
feſſion. 


W x live indeed in times, when the marks of 
genuine Chriſtianity are miſerably miſrepreſented 
by 
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by ſome, and the whole of Chriſtianity is derided 
by others. A point of morality, you ſee, (for 
what is morality, if mutual Love and all its ſocial 
conſequences be not?) is the characteriſtic, the 


teſt of our being CHRIST's Diſciples. And yet 


morality is ſcorned and deſpiſed as mere paganiſm. 
Again, what is there, others will ſay, in morality, 
to which reaſon will not lead us, and to the very 
heighth whereof we could not arrive without Re- 
velation? The truth lies in the middle. Morality, 
grounded upon firm Faith in Gop and His Son 
J=sus CuRIST, is that which can alone denomi- 


nate men truly His ſervants; and morality thus 


grounded always has exceeded, and always will 
exceed that of mere paganiſm, as much as light 
exceeds darkneſs, as much as the Grace of Gop 
(certamly though filently and imperceptibly en- 
lightening mens minds) exceeds that reafon, which 


frequently finds it no eaſy matter to inveſtigate: 
moral truths, and a. very hard taſk to purſue 


them. 


Men imagine that what they call the know-- 
ledge of the world leads them of courſe to Infide- 


lity. The knowledge of the very bad part of the 
world, and an inattention to all the cireumſtances 


even of that bad part, poſſibly may do this. But 
the knowledge of the true hiſtory of mankind ; 
and juſt and impartial ſearches into the Nature of 

mankind, 
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mankind, will have the very contrary effect, and 
teach us the neceſſity of becoming Diſciples of 
Curisr. The time will juſt permit me to add 
here a few general thoughts upon this ſubject. 


Ou finite nature, and the imperfections of our 
conſtitution, argue ſo ſtrongly for the exiſtence of 
a Gon, who by His power brought us into Being, 
and by His Providence continues to uphold us in 
it, that few (if any) could ever withſtand ſo ma- 
nifeſt a Truth, That ſome ſort of ſervice, or ho- 
mage is to be paid; ſome religious duty or worſhip 
is to be performed ;---that this ought to be done 
agreeably to the will of Gop; which 1s therefore 
ſomewhere ſufficiently declared to us by Him ;--- 
that the pride, the folly, the ambition of men, in 
all ages, and in all places by turns, have conſpired 
to abate the force and eclipſe the hght of ſuch de- 
clarations, by the inventions of falſe, and the 
corruptions of true religion ;---that it 1s not only 
the Right, but the Duty of every particular. per- 


| fon, in proportion to his abilities, to uſe all honeſt 


and ſincere endeavours to find out what 1s the true 
will of Gop, what he has in any manner made 
known concerning Himſelf, with regard to our 
Faith and Practice :---that therefore all errors con- 
cerning either of them, are ſo far culpable and. 
deſerving the wrath of Gop, as they are the reſult 
of evil diſpoſitions, of obſtinacy, of ſupine negli- 

gence 


—_— 


— 
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gence or indifference to truth, of want of that re- 
flection and inquiry which may be within our 
power ;---All theſe are points which cannot be 
denied by thoſe, who have ever thought ſeriouſly 
upon the nature of Gop and the ſtate in which 
man.finds himſelf placed. 


New Chriſtianity hath not only all the out- 
ward teſtimonies which ſuch an inquirer would 
expect, but all the inward marks likewiſe of true 
religion. The Scriptures have, at the very leaſt, 
as much right to our aſſent as any other books of 
the ſame age with them : the fulfilling of prophe- 


of CHRIST; and the tendeney of His doctrines 
equally manifeſts His Goodneſs. All theſe toge- 
ther ſo ſtrengly demand aur Faith in whatſoever 
He has ſaid, as to make it extremely difficult, 
almoſt impoſſible, to aſſign any other cauſe of 
unbelief, but thoſe blameable cauſes juſt now 
mentioned. It remains therefore, that the being 
CuR1sT's Diſciple is founded in reaſon and truth. 


Tux words, from which I have been ſpeaking, 
teach us, that Univerſal Love is the mark of this 
Diſcipleſhip. And ſince that Love is ſo deſirable 
in itſelf; ſince the whole tenor of the holy Scrip- 
tures indicates the goodneſs and compaſſion of 
God to all mankind ; and ſince all the duties which 

C it 


cies, the performance of miracles, prove the power 
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it lays upon us tend to our own. good; and the 
good of thoſe with whom we can any way be con- 
cerned; what leſs can follow; than an ardent with 
to be the Diſciples of that Saviour, who hath re- 
vealed to us a Religion to be longed after and 
aſpired to, as being productive of the happineſs of 
mankind, as being ſuitable to our own unperverted 
inclinations, as containing precepts which we can- 
not but obey, without doing violence to ourſelves, 
as well as affronting the Author of our Being? 


Tus concluſions would be the reſult of a true 
knowledge of the world and of nature; of the 
knowledge of what we are, where we are, and 
why we are. But let us conſider that there 1s 
likewiſe another world, in which our Maſter 
liveth and reigneth for ever, and that He, who. 


John xii, cannot deceive, hath ſaid, where: Jam, there alſe ,

when further known; they thereupon reſolved nor 
only to publiſh an Account of them, but alſo to 
communicate to the World, from year to year, their 
Proceedings, and the State of their Affairs in like

Bo for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient- to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Rife and Progreſs;

ANOTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed many 
Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope. has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy

Accordingly they, 
from time to time, aſſiſted the Miſſionaries there 
with Money, a Printing Preſs, Paper, and other Ne- 
cCeſſaries, (as they were enabled) till the Year 1728; 
when, upon a Propoſal made by the Rever-nd Mr 
Schultz, one of the Daniſh Miſſionaries, to remove 
to Fort St George, and there begin a new Miſſion, 1728. 
for the Converſion of the Heathen at Madras, the At Madras. 
Society engaged for the Support of the ſame, though 
at an Expence that did then far exceed their Abili- 
ty, truſting to the Goodneſs and Bleſſing of Almigh- 
ry GOD; which Expence has been fince greatly in- 
creaſed by an Addition of Miſſionaries, as well as the 
Enlargement of the Miſſion to Cudulore near Fort St a; Cudbre. 
David, another Engliſh Settlement; and lately by the 
Erection of a Miſſion and a School at Calcutta in At cums, 
Bengal, for the Inſtruction of Children in Writing, 
Reading, and the Principles of Chriſtianity. How- 
ever, the Society chearfully rely upon the ſame Wiſe 
and Gracious Providence, which has hitherto wonder- 
fully bleſſed this, and all their other Undertak- 
ings, to raiſe up ſuch a true Chriſtian Spirit, as will 
abundantly ſupply all their Wants; ſuch a Spirit, as 
ſhewed itſelf in Mr Profeſſor Francke, of Hall in 
Saxony, and the Rev. Mr Ziegenbagen, German Chap- 
lain to King GEORGE III. whoſe Remittances towards

Kingdom, the Execution of the ſame Scheme, 
wherein a particular Regard ought always to be had 
to ſuch an Education of poor Children, as may, by 
bringing them up in the Faith, Knowledge, and Obe- 
dience of the Goſpel, prove, through the Grace of 
God, the moſt effectual Means to make them good 
Men, and uſeful to their Country, as well as truly 
happy in the Lite that now 1s, and in that which is 
to come. 

IN the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/fzburg, having 
firſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon do- 
ing all that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections $411z4urgh 
for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in = Rag reliev- 
Tune the e Year, they publiſhed, An Account of © 
the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 
Archbiſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed, A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
to Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 
them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, being entorced 
by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 
and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend 
the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through God's 
Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank 
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and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, have been ena- 
bled to ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia 
in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 
Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 
Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 
with two Miſhonaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer; and there live in a 
contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the faid Colony. | 
THe great Expence of thefe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 
for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
ſo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the SociE T's Deſigns, that they had nothing 
left to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 


_ ries and Schoolmaſter. But the lowering of public 


Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make gocd this Annual Salary, without re- 
commending again the Saltzburg-Colony in Georgia, 
both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 
as have Ability, and with well to it. But until far- 
ther Aſſiſtance ſhall be received, the Society, deſirous 
that this good Work may not want a preſent Supply,

with the Common Prayer, and Pſalms in Metre : Bible Be 
and finiſhed it in 1748, by an Impreſſion of Fifteen the Welch 
Thouſand Copies, which they have ſince diſperſed in Language. 
the molt prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner they 

. could. But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 
_ Chriſtians throughout Wales, for having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly es that this Impreſſion (large as it 
was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 
that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 
ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 
their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 1752, 
the Bible, conſiſt ing of the ſame Number of Copies; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teſtaments, and 
as many Common Prayer Books in the ſame Language. 
This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Blefling of Gop, 
happily finiſhed, and diſtributed. 

THe Society, at the earneſt Deſire of the Natives of 1568. 
IWales, have lately undertaken a Third Edition of the 
Old and the New Teſtaments, in a large Octavo Size, 
with the Marginal References; and Twenty Thouſand 
Copies are now printing by the King's Printer, with a 
larger Letter than that which was uſed in the former 
Editions.

And now, that ſuch Schools are eſtabliſhed in moſt 
Parts of the Kingdom, it is much to be wiſhed that 
ſome Means could be contrived to render them till 
more uſeful, and effectually to anſwer the good Pur- 
poſes of their Inſtitution. 

Ir is conceived, that if the Children Fängt in 
Charity Schools, were employed i in ſome ſuch Buſi- 
neſs as they are capable of, it would be no Hindrance 
to their Learning, and might have a very good Effect, 
by inuring them early to Induſtry; but what that 
Employment ſhould be, and the Manner of conduct- 
ing it, muſt be left to the Managers of the ſeveral 
Schools, who are the beſt Judges of what is moſt 
proper and convenient to be done. 

SuPPosE England and Wales to contain Ten thouſand 
Pariſhes, and that but Ten Perſons in every Pariſh, 
one with another, were by ſome Method employed, 
who were perfectly idle before, then the whole num- 
ber of Perſons ſo ſet to work would be One Hundred 
thouſand, who, if they work but 300 Days in a Year, 
and one with another earn'd but a Half- Penny aDay, 
the Produce of their Labour at the Year's end would 
amount to 62,500 Pounds. 

CoxrſeWool, THE Spinning of coarſe Wool, Flax, or Hemp, is 


deg rag a Thing eafil; learnt, and the Waſte which will be 
the Charity always made by Beginners won't amount to much, 
Schools. And if it were poſſible fo to contrive it, that the Pa- 
rents of the Children might reap ſome Advantage 

from what is ſo earned, it would be a great Induce- 

ment for them to keep the Children to their Buſineſs; 

and if the Undertaking ſucceeded, it 1s to be hoped, 

that many good People would ſend in coarſe Materials 


to be worked vp for the Benefit of the School.

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'T1s impoſſible to give minute and particular 
Directions for conducting this Undertaking, and 
therefore that muſt be left to the Managers, who 
will beſt judge what is neceſſary to be done; but 
till the School is very well got into ſome Method, 
the beſt way will moſt certainly. be to keep the 
Buſineſs in a ſmall compaſs. 

Tuo' the Spinning of Wool, and Flax, or Hemp,

OE of theſe Expedicnts is, the putting into their Hands, as Occaſion ſhall 
be found, ſome ſhort and plain Tracts upon Religious Subjects; ſuch as being 
ſhort, they are like to read, or may eaſily procure to be read to them; and be- 
ing alſo plain, they cannot fail of underſtanding; and moreover, being always 
at hand, and read over often, they will naturally make a deeper Impreſſion upon 
their Minds, than [Inſtructions and Admonitions, either from the Pulpit, or by 
Word of Mouth. | 2 

Ir was with this View, that ſeveral Biſhops, Clergymen, and other ſerious 
Perſons among the Laity, did long ſince form themſelves into a Society, for 
printing and diſperſing ſuch practical Tracts in great Numbers, And for the 
diſperſing them more effectually, they have from time to time admitted, and - 
continue to admit, ſeveral Perſons in all Parts of the Kingdom, whom they 
call CoRREsPoONDING MEMBERS; and who are intitled to have a Supply of 
them, to be diſpoſed of among ſuch of the neighbouring Clergy or Laity as deſire 
them; the Bound Books, mentioned in their Catalogue, at the prime Coſt in 
Duires, the Society being at the Charge of Binding; and the Stitch'd Books, 
at one half of what is ſet down as the prime Coſt of each; the other half of the 
Charge being born by the ſtanding Subſcriptions of the Members of the So- 
ciety, and by other occaſional Benefactions.

Proteſtant Mifſion to Easr-Ixpia, 1768. 


LErrras by the Ship Egmont, dated in Jauuary, 25th of 
March, and the 2gth of May 1768, from the Rev. 
Meſlis Fabricius and Breithay pt, the SOCIETY 's Mifſiionaries 
at Madras; have brought Te Money Accounts; and far- 
ther 
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ther inform the SocieTy, that in the Year 1767, they 
at many Times, and in diverſe Places, diſcourſed with the 
Heathens concerning Matters of Religion; but did not 
meet with the Succeſs they could have deſired ; though in 
ſome Places the Heathens acknowledged Chriſtianity to be 
a Doctrine of great Wiſdom. The Troubles of War, during 
the Jaſt Year, prevented the Miſſionaries from undertaking 
any Journeys to propagate the Goſpel: And during thele 
Terrors, they were obliged to leave J/epery, and for Safety 
to take ſhelter with their Scholars in Madras; and now 
they thank God for his ſtrengthening the Chriſtian Forces, 
and enabling them to diſperſe the two Armies under the 
Niſam and Heyder Alley. 

lt was partly owing to theſe Troubles, that the Number of 
Proſelytes made there the laſt Year conſiſt of no more

The Worthy Miſſionaries, Meſſrs Hutteman and Gericke, in 
Letters by the Ship Egmont, dated at Cuddalore, the 12th 
of Feb. 1768, ſend an Account of their Receipts and Diſ- 
burſements for 1767, with the preſent State of the Miſſion. 
The principal Occurrences of that Year were, the Arrival of 
the Rev. Mr Gericke, between whom and his Colleague there 
is a ſtrict fraternal Love, and they both unite_in Zeal to 
enlarge the Kingdom of Chriſt among the Heathens: and 
ſecondly, the Erection of a commodious new Church, built 
on their own Ground, near the Miſſion Houſe, moſtly at 
the Expence of the Honourable Eaſt India Company, and 
ſome leſſer Benefact ions from private Hands; the old Church, 
which was badly ſituated, being entirely ruinous, and not 
capable of being repaired. 

The Foundation of this Building was laid the 15th of May 
1767, under the Directions of Mr S/ringer, who drew the 
Plan and carried it into Execution. Its Length is 87 Feet, 
and the Breadth 42 Feet. On the North Side is a convenient 
Veſtry. It has 3 Iſles; the Arch over the middle one is 
ſupported by Pillars; and over its Weſt Entrance is a ſmall 
Tower and Spire. It is reckoned a good piece of Architec- 
ture. It affords great Joy to the Miſſionaries, that now 
they have a decent Place wherein to worſhip God, The 
Name Zion was given to it, and it was opened for Divine 
Service on the 20th of Sept. 1767, the Service being per- 
formed in the Morning in Ergli/h, and in the Afternoon in 
the Malabar Tongue. | 

The Goſpel is explained as uſual every Sunday. 
The Schools continue as before, 
Baptized 14 Children. 

| Some 
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Some Heathens have offered themſelves as Catechumens, 
but on Examination, they were found inſincere, and there- 
fore they were rejected. 

The Lord hath been pleaſed to give a particular Bleſſing 
on the Lecture which they hold every Evening from 7 to 8. 
Mr Hutteman at preſent explains the Pſalms of David; and 
Mr Gericke the Epiſtle of St Paul to the Romans. Mr Gerickte 
hath made good Advancement in the Engliſh and Tamulian 
Languages, ſo as to read the Divine Service in them to the 
Congregation. 

During the late Troubles, God greatly protected all the 
Proteſtant Miſſionaries, who all live in the ſtricteſt Bonds of 
Unity. 

They conclude with ſending their moſt reſpectful Salu- 
tations to the Society. | 


The Rev. Mr Krernander, in a Letter by The Admiral 
Pocock, dated Calcutta, 24 of Mar. 1768. informs the So- 
CIETY, that the Rev. Bento de Silveſtre has preached in Por- 
tugue/e three Sundays in Lent, and is a uſeful Inſtrument in 
Teaching; and he wiſhes the SociE r would employ him as 
a Miſſionary in Bengal, as he knows the Country Languages, 
and has now an Opportunity of going to a Country Village 
where 500 Roman Catholics, who have a- great Regard 
for him, are all willing to follow his Example. 

In another Letter from the ſame Miſſionary, dated 19th of 
Sept. 1768. He returns his thankful Acknowledgments for 


a Cheſt of Books and Stationary for the Uſe of the School; 


and other Preſents ſent by. the Soc iE T, which are come 
ſafe to his Hands. He thanks God for giving him Health, 
and bleſſing his Labours ; and granting him the Reverend 
Paſtor Bento, who hath willingly and aſſiduouſly affiſted him 
in preaching in the Portugueſe Tongue; and hath tranſlated 
the Catechiſm, and many Parts of the Common Prayer-into 
the Bengal Language. Mr Kiernander is of Opinion, that 
He would be a very uſeful Inftrument, if the Soc ixry 
would take him into their Service; and incloſes a FO 

M 2 rom 
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from the ſaid Proſclyte to the SoctteTyY, written in the 
Periugueſe Language, dated the 6th of September, 1768. 
In which he ſays, he was born of European Parents, at 
Goa in India, and was a Popiſh Miſſionary in Bengal up- 
wards of fifteen Years: But having diſcovered the falſe 
Zeal, hidden Malice, and unwarranted Doctrines of the 
Church of Rome; he thought that continuing in that Com- 
munion, would tend rather to the Ruin, than the Salvation 
of his Soul; and therefore quitted the Romiſh Church, and 
embraced the Proteſtant Faith; and, by the Grace of God, 
firmly purpoſeth to live and die in it; and begs that the 
SocIETY would in their Prayers recommend him to 
Gop. He throws himſelf upon the Favour and Protection 
of the SOCIETY; and humbly requeſts they would receive 
him into the Service of their Miſſion at Bengal. He prays 
for the Proſperity of the SociETVY, to the increaſe of the 
Chriſtian Faith and Advantage of many Souls.

The Society have empowered their Miſſionary, Mr 
Kiernander, to employ Mr Bento as his Aſſiſtant, with pro- 
per Encouragement. 


The Rev. Mr Kiernanger, in a Letter dated 31 December 
1768, returns Gop Thanks for preſerving him in the Ten 
Years that he hath been at Bengal, and giving Succeſs to 
his Labours in the Goſpel. He informs the Society, that 
Paſtor Bento, ſince his Converſion, hath read Prayers and 
preached to the Por/ugueſe Congregation, till about three 
Months ſince; when he went about a Day's Journey from 
Calcutta, where the Bengal Natives had gathered themſelves 
together from ſeveral Places to a Village called Parrull, to 
be Inſtructed by him, in the Bengal Language, that they 
may, according to their Deſire, be received into our Church: 
In the mean while, what he hath tranſlated into that Tongue 
trom the Catechiſm and Common Prayer, is of great Uſe 
to them, who know no other Language. It is not deſigned

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that he ſhould be conſtant at Pærrull, but to come ſome-

Above 20 Children have-been received into the Church 
by Baptiſm. The Engliſh and Tamulian Schools are carried 
on as uſual: In both of them Mr Schwartz explains the 
Principles of Chriſtianity ; and the Schoolmaſters inſtruct 
the Children in Reading and Writing. In the Evening 
they have public Prayers, the Children and many Europeans 
attending. The Miſſionary and Catechiſts every Day con- 
verſe with the Heathens, both in the Town and adjacent 
Villages, about Things relating to their eternal Salvation, 
and preſent all, but the Mahometans, with ſome ſmall 
Tracts. 

Mr Schwartz having obſerved the extenſive Uſe of the 
Perfian Language in thoſe Countries, among the genteeleſt 
People, wiſhes they had an Opportunity of reading the 
New Teſtament in that Tongue. When they met with 
Mr 7/heelock's Edition of the four Goſpels; they read it with 
Pleafure, who are critical Judges of the Language; but 
as they want an Application of. the Doctrine, founded on 
Goſpel Facts, it ſhews the Expediency of having the whole 
New Teſtament compleat in the ſame Tongue.
